men, Porters not excepted; ere admitted 


into this Myſtery or no My ſtery; the firſt 
ſort being introduc'd at a very. uu Expence, 
the ſecond ſort at a moderate ate, andi the 


latter for the Expence of fix or ſeven Shillings, 
bas for 
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for which they receive that Badge of Honour, 


which (as they term it) is more ancient and 
more honourable than! is the Star and Garter; 

which Antiquity is accounted, according to 
the Rules of Maſonry, as delivered by their 
Tradition, ever ſince Adam, which I ſhall 


leave the candid Reader to determine. 

From the Accepted Maſons ſprang the 
Real Maſons, from both ſprang the Gor- 
mogons, whoſe Grand-Maſter the Volgi de- 
duces his Original from the Chineſe, whoſe 
Writings, if to be credited, maintain the 
Hypotheſis of the Pre-Adamites, and con- 
ſequently muſt be more antique than Ma- 
ſonry.
